OLD ENGINEER'S QUEER STORY 


OF ERRATIC MACHfNES. 


The Case of Jo»h Martin and Gad 


Two of the Early Eniriaeer* on the Erie 
Koad. and Their .Experienc* With En- 
tines No*. 71 and 10O. 
':It sounds queer to say that locomotives 


have t:>i;ir likes and disliki-s," said a vet- 
' mi) engineer, ''but it actually does seem 
i/Mnetiujes as if they bad, and aiU tbe old 
time engineers believe it 
1'vefeeen loco- 


•notives whtn they acted as If 'they were 
human beings. They get the sulks and 
have balky streaks, and when they're in 
buch moods you can't make tima with 
them, do what you may. You might say 
it was the fault of the engineer that such 
engines did cot make their time, but I 
have known as good engineers as ever 
mounted a footboard who have been trans- 
ferred from locomotives placed in their 
handa to run because tbe locomotives 
would not make their time, but which 
under tbe bands of another engineer nei- 
ther as skillful nor as experienced would 
never ran behind. 


'•Take the case of Josh Martin and Gad 


Lyman, two of the early engineers on the 
l-.rie railroad, and neither of them without 
a superior in his craft at that day. One 
time a new locomotive was turned out of 
a Paterson shop for tbe Erie, and Josh 
Martin wanted her the worst way. 
He 


ran on the Delaware division, from Port 
Jervis toSusquebanna. The superintend- 
ent, though, wanted the locomotive for 
the eastern division, between Port Jervis 
and Piermont, and so he put her in charge 
of Gad Lyman. Gad ran her, or rather he 
tried to run her, but she had made up her 
mind about something, and she wouldn't 
make any kiad of time for Gad. She 
would stall without; provocation and acted 
contrary generally. 
Gad tried her for a 


week and then reported tbe locomotive 
'No good,' and she was condemned to run 
the gravel train. She worked as balky 
and sulky as ever, though, and at last the 
superintendent ordered her to the scrap 
heap. 


•'Josh Martin heard of the fate tbe loco- 


motive bad been sentenced to, and he came 
down tbe road a-flying. Ho begged to 
have the engine, for he liked her, and said 
bo was Euro she would do all right with 
him. The superintendent yielded to Josh's 
appeal and told him to take the locomo- 
tive and give in a trial. Josh did so. He 
mounted the cab at Piermont and when 
ho opened her up she went like a bird. 
She made the trip to Port Jervis quicker 
than any locomotive had ever made it be- 
fore, and Josh Martin ran her for years on 
the Delaware division after that, and al- 
ways on time as easy as could be. That 
locomotive was the old 71, and she is ic- 
mcmberod yet by all tbe old engineers and 
is well known to the younger ones by the 
tradition of the road. 


"When Gad Lyman gave up that loco- 


motive because she wouldn't work undor 
him, 
he was put in charge of another new 


locomotive. This locomotive was a favor- 
ite of President Loder of the Erie. She 
behaved the best kind, and Gad was tic- 
kled all but to death with her. 
When the 


date came round for opening the railroad 
through to Dunkirk, Gad and his locomo- 
tive wero chosen for the distinction of 
pulling the first through train from the 
Hudson to Lake Erie. The occasion was 
to be a historic one, and Gad was proud. 
But what did that locomotive do but just 
get the sulks. 1 don't know why. Neither 
did Gad. 
She did. though, and acted up 


so outrageous that she was an hour be- 
hind schedule timo when she jogged into 
Port Jrrvis with the train only 70 miles 
from the start. Gad Lyman was the worst 
feeling mau, I s'pose, that ever had a lo- 
comotive kick with him, and he felt worse 
yet when ho wiis ordered to take his balky 
engine off and saw Josh Martin hook on to 
the train with old 71 locomotive that Gatl 
had turned in as no good. Josh and oHl 
71 yanked the train through with bells on. 


"And what do you think Gad Lyman's 


feelings must have been when ho hooked 
on to another train to run back to Picr- 
mont to find the engine thafc had balked 
and sulked so outrageously with him on 
what ought to have been the greatest ti'*p 
on record just turn in and let herself one 
so cheerful and lively on the way back 
that it was all Gad could do to hold her 
in? Now, how do you account for that? 
It is true, and a matter of record. Gad 
was so cub up by this conduct of the loco- 
motive that ho applied to havo her ex- 
changed for sonic other one, although she 
worked like a thoroughbred ever since tho

"When Gad gave her up, she was placed 


in charge of Bill Lyman, Gad's brother. 
There wasn't a better engineer on the road 
than Bill, and ho know that make of loco- 
motive particularly, for ho had worked in 
tho shops and helped roako 'em. But what 
did this rantnnkorons locomotive luO do? 
Sho sulked with Bill from tho time ho 
took her. 
Sometimes sho'd spurt a little, 


but if sho dirt she made up for it by las- 
ghig worse than over. Bill worried along 
with her for nearly n year, but sho 
wouldn't work under him at nil. One tiny 
in tho spring of 1832 sho balked for cer- 
tain nt Chester station, .nisi; ns she was 
pullingout with a.train. Bill pounded lior, 
for ho was mad, but it seemed as if fcho 
actually shook her head like an ugly 
horse. Bill socked it right on to her, and 
suddenly she gavo n spurt ahead exactly 
like tho quick start of a balky horso. Then 
everything roared and shook around that 
place for a second or two. Tho vicious old 
100 had exploded her boiler. She tore and 
riddled hewolf frightfully, but tho liorior 
of it all wns that bho hud killed jJbor Bill 
Lyraan nud his fireman. GadLymnn lived 
many years after that, but ho always re- 
gretted bis abandoning of that locomotive., 
for ho snid that if he had staid by her 
there wns no doubt that she would hiivu 
ended hur dnys usefully nml in ponce and 
the awful tragedy of her ending would net 
havo boon."—New York Suu.

FRENCH EXPRESS TRAINS. 


Have 
Their Speed Not Great, bat They 


One Record Break inc Run. 


Express trtiins in France do not, as a 


rule, attain such speed as is common in 
England or the United States, but French 
engineers are LugSnningto claim that they 
are in tho race, if not winners. 


The distance from Paris to Amiens is 


131 kilometers, and the Slediterranean- 
Calais does the distance in 1 hour 23 min- 
utes. The French claim that this and the 
Empire State express are the two fastest 
regular trains in the world. 


They havo evidently not heard of the 


Atlantic City express, which runs daily 
from Can den in summer at tbe actual 
rate after crossing the ferry of better than 
a mile a minute—58 miles in 52 minutes. 
This is probably the fastest regular run in 
the world. The regular run of the Em- 
pire State express, New York to Buffalo, 
averages 53.!IS miles an hour, but it is a 
much longer distance, with steeper grades. 


A kilometer is 0.021-37 of a mile. 
Tho 


distance traversed by the French train in 
1 hour 25 minutes is, t&jrefora, only 81.40 
miles, which is covered at therate of 57.41 
miles <m hour—faster than the Empire 
State express makes for a much greater 
distance, but far slower than the famous 
Atlantic City run. 


Very few French expresses pass SO kil- 


ometers (49.70 miles) an hour, and tho 
longest run without it stop is 180 kilome- 
ters, from Courtelnin-Thouars, in the sum- 
mer only. The average speed of the finest 
French expresses is 4'J.SS. 


The great English regular run, o\er tbo 


Great Western, is done at a speed of r>2.t5 
miles an hour for 3 hours 45 minutes ac- 
tual running time.

It was then sifted in a small basket, 
and tho largo grains which did not pass 
through tho primitive sieve wcro again 
pounded and sifted. 


Samp was often pounded in a primitive 


ami picturesque Indian mortar msdo of a ' 
hollowed block of wood or a stump ol a i 
tree. Tho pestle was n heavy block of wood J 
shaped liko tho interior of the mortar and j 
fitted with a handle attached to o«o side. I 
This block was fastened to tbo top of a 
growing sapling, which was bent ovor, 
"and. thus acquired tho reqiiired spring back 
after the block, or pestle, was pounded 
down on the corn. 
Pounding samp was 


slow work, often done in later years by 
unskilled negroes, and henco disparaging- 
ly termed "niggering" corn. 
After those 


mortars wcr-e abandoned 


elsewhere they were used on Long Island, 
and. it was jestingly tuld that skippers in 
a fog could always get their bearings off 
tho Long Island coast because they could 
hear tho pounding of tho samp mortars.—

Only a few of the most intimate friends of i 
the respective particjjiants had e\eu an ' 
milling of it. 
Uecaturwfis the first to ar- 


rive upon the scene. He was accompanied 
by Commodores Kodgers and Porter acd 
several other friends. Barren arrhed a 
few minutes later. The combatants bowed 
stiffly to each other and stood waiting for 
their friends to measure off the ground 
and make the final arrangements. 
''I hope, sir," said Barron as they took 


their places, "that when we meet in an- 
other world «v shall bo better friends than 
wo havo been in this." 


Decatur is said to have haughtily re- 


garded his adversary a moment and then 
replied: 


"Sir, I have never been your enemy." 
A moment later the word was given ar.d 


two =hots rang out simultaneously. Bar- 
ron fell almost immediately. Docatur 
straightened himself, but the pistol fell 
from hi.s grasp and in a moment ho wns 
upon the greensward, writhing in ngony. 
Ho v,as raised by his friends and carried 
nearer tho road, where Barron was lying. 


"I with I had fallen in the service of my 


rountry," Decatur muttered. Whereupon 
Barrou looked up. 


"Everything has been conducted most 


honorably," ha said. 


Then, turning his eyes upon Docatur: 
"I am mortally wounded. Commodore 


Decntur, I forgive you from tho bottom of 
my heart." 


As Decatur was being lifted into a car- 


riage 
Bainbridge, whom Deoat.ur had 


onco rescued from a Moorish prison, stoop- 
ed down and kissed his cheek. 


With his head upon Rodgcrs' shoulder, 


and in company with a physician, Decntur 
was druen slowly back to tho city and 
carried into his residence on Lafayette 
square, where ho died a few hours after- 
ward. 


Tho news of tho duel spread like wild- 


fire through the city. 
The following day 


John Randolph offered consolatory resolu- 
tions in congress, which, howo\or, were 
promptly objected to, and the press rigor- 
ously denounced the practice of dueling. 


Barron ultimately recovered from his 


injury, but it is said tho memory of the 
fatal duel darkened his life ever afterward. 
IIo lived until the year 1851 and had 
charge of several vessels. At his own re- 
quest he was court martialod upon the 
charges mode against him by Decatur and 
exonerated.—Washington Star.
